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RICHARD MILES OF HERTFORDSHIRE, ENGLAND 
AND NEW HAVEN, CONNECTICUT, AND HIS FAMILY

Richard! Miles was an early and prominent settler of 
New Haven. He was made freeman there in 1639, served 
as magistrate, elder, and deacon of the church in New 
Haven, and for one term as Deputy from New Haven to the 
General Court of New Haven Colony. Genealogists have 
known for many years that Richard Miles was a resident 
of Wormley, co. Hertford, England, in 1636 and that, as 
a matter of political morals, he refused to pay the 
ship money tax in that year, and was reported in the 
returns as "Gone to New England." He came to America 
as a member of the group of Puritans shepherded by the 
Rev. Peter Prudden, consisting chiefly of families from 
Hertfordshire and the adjoining counties. Most of 
these people followed Mr. Prudden to New Haven in 1639, 
and then moved on in 1639 and early 1640 to the new 
settlement at Milford. But Richard Miles apparently 
decided to remain in New Haven, where he lived until 
his death on 7 January 1666/7. 

Mention of Richard Miles is made in nearly all the 
books pertaining to the history of New Haven Colony, 
and of the town of New Haven in the seventeenth centu- 
ry. There are, moreover, three printed and at least 
two manuscript genealogical studies of the Miles family 
of New Haven. The printed studies are (1) by Lonald 
Lines Jacobus in the New Haven Genealogical Magazine, 
vol. 5, pp. 1182-1193; (2) by Mary Lovering Holman and 
Winifred Lovering Holman, in Ancestry of Colonel John 
Harrington Stevens and his wife Frances Helen Miller, 
compiled for Mrs. Helen Pendleton (Winston) Pillsbury, 
1948, pp. 492-495; (3) by A. G. Hibbard, History of the 
Town of Goshen, Conn., 1897, pp. 495-502. The manu- 
‘script studies are (1) by Homer Worthington Brainard, 
at the Connecticut Historical Society Library, Hartford, 
Conn.; (2) by F. E. Randall, at the Library of the New 
York Genealogical and Biographical Society, New York, 
N.Y. Mr. Jacobus's, Mr. Hibbard's, Mr. Brainard's, and 
Mr. Randall's studies carry the genealogy of the Miles 
family down to the nineteenth century in several bran- 
ches. Charles Henry Davis, M.D., History of Walling- 
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ford, Conn., 1870, p. 852, contains a purported gene- 
alogy of the Miles family which is replete with mis- 
takes and quite worthless. 

The contributors of the present article have tried 
to establish the parentage and place and date of bap- 
tism of Richard! Miles in Hertfordshire. Difficulties 
were encountered because of the relative frequency of 
incidence of the name Miles or Myles in that county and 
the ease of confusion with Mills. The contributors are 
reasonably sure, however, of the identity of the New 
Haven settler with the "Rychard Myles sonne of Rychard 
Myles & Als his wyfe" who was baptized at Great Munden, 
co. Hertford, 27 August 1598, though they wish to cau- 
tion readers that a possibility of error remains. 

The contributors have also felt that it was desir- 
able to review the pedigree of the early generations of 
the Miles family in New Haven. It was stated in all 
five of the genealozical studies mentioned above (ex- 
cept that of Mr. Hibbard who makes no specific state- 
ment) that all the children of Richard* Miles were by 
his first wife, whose name was not known when those 
studies were written. But it has since been shown, in 
an article called "Katherine (Elithorpe) (Constable) 
Miles, Ancestress of Certain Miles and Street Families" 
in The American Genealogist, supra, 31:24-29, that the 
youngest two children of Richard Miles, Anna and John, 
were the offspring of his second marriage to Katherine 
(Elithorpe), widow of Rev. Marmaduke Constable. The 
matrimonial careers gt Richard! Miles's two older sur- 
viving sons, Richard and Samuel¢, were clarified in an 
article called "Francis Dowse of Boston and his Ten 
Daughters," supra, 29:164-166. In the present article, 
these amendments are incorporated in the revised Miles 
pedigree, and in addition certain corrections are made 
to earlier accounts of the grandsons of Richard! Miles. 

Some English records of the Miles family in Hertford 
shire are given below. Abstracts of Probate Records 
and Feet of Fines were made by the Misses Helen ‘thacker 
and Freda Podmore of London, for whose help the con- 
tributors are grateful. Others who helped the contrib- 
utors with some of their genealozical problems in Eng- 
land are the Very Kev. Kobert Pierce Casey, Fh.b. (A.B, 
Harvard, 1919), formerly frofessor at the University of 
Cincinnati and at Brown University, now Deanof Sidney 
Sussex College, Cambridge University; Rev. Nicholas J. 
Kelly, D.S.H., archivist of St. Edmund's College, Old 
Hall, co. Hertford; Rev. Charles Edgar Howlett, M.A., 
former Rector of Great Munden, co. Hertford; Col. Wil- 
liam Clement Le Hardy, F.S.A., archivist, County Record 
Office, Hertford, co. Hertford; and Don José-Naria de 
la Concepcién-Bosio- Guillermo Fernandez de Velasco y 
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Sforza-Cesarini Balfe y Publicola-Santa Croce, XVilIl 
Duque de Frfas, XVLiII Conae de Oropesa, XXII Conde de 
Haro, three times Grandee of Spain. Dr. Casey examined 
the diary of the Rev. Samuel Ward, S.T.D. (15/1/2-1643), 
a noted pluralist who was among other things Rector of 
Great Munden from 1616 to 1636, Master of Sidney Sussex 
College, 1610-1643, and Lady Margaret Professor of Div- 
inity at Cambridge University, 1623-1643 (see Diction- 
ary of National Biography and J. and J.J. Venn, Alumni 
Cantabrigienses, part 1, 4:334). Dr. Ward's diary is 
preserved in the Sidney Sussex College Library. It was 
hoped that the diary might contain mention of his pa- 
rishioners at Great Munden, but Dr. Casey found it to 
be an excessively dull document, almost exclusively 
theological and devotional in content, containing no 
biographical tidbits whatever. Father Kelly (in the 
preparatory school of whose college one of the contrib- 
utors was a student from 1913 to 1915) has most kindly 
tried to find out what has become of the manorial court 
rolls of the four manors in the parish of Great Munden. 
The hamlet of Nasty, in which the Miles family evident- 
ly lived (see below) lies a mile and a half northwest 
of St. Edmund's College. Mr. Howlett contributed the 
extremely careful and interesting extracts from the 
Parish Registers of Great Munden. Col. Le Hardy has 
examined the documents in the County Kecord Office at 
Hertford for information on the Miles family of Great 
Munden. ‘The Duke of Frfas very Kindly went throyvgh the 
papers of his great-grandfatner, Michael William Balfe 
(1808-1870, for whom see the Dictionary of National Bi- 
ography anda Who's Who in the Theatre), who owned the 


manor of Kowney in the parish of Great Munaen. it was 
hoped that the papers of this manor mizht shed some 
light on the Miles family, but they did not. 

The English records are followed by a pedigree in 
the usual form.

As in #286, the said Alice Mylys being now married to William 
Middylton. 

Notes to the foregoing: Westmill is a parish which adjoins 
Great Munden to the north. This pedigree shows that there was a 
family of "Mylys" (or Miles) in Westmill for a number of genera- 
tions prior to the reign of Henry VII. Johanna and Alice "Mylys" 
were evidently young women in 1)92-l, perhaps born about 170-75. 
At a very rough guess, we may estimate that their great-great- 
grandfather, the first John "Mylys", was born about 1350-60. The 
question whether the "Mylys" family of Westmill was ancestral to 
the Miles or Mvles family of the adjoining oarish of Great Munden, 
we leave to future genealogists to answer.

Pedigree of the Miles Family 


1. ? William Miles or Myles of Great Munden, co. 
Hertford, yeoman, probably lived in the first half of 
the sixteenth entury. He was taxed 2d. at "Moche Mun- 
den" [Great Munden] in the Lay Subsidy of 1545, and was 
the only member of the Miles family listed in the Sub- 
sidy of that parish. A Thomas Chery was taxed 6s. and 
another Thomas Chery was taxed lyd. in the same Subsidy 
at "Moche Munden." William Miles or Myles may have de- 
scended from the "Mylys!family of Westmill, co. Hert- 
ford, whose pedigree is given in the De Banco Kolls, 
for Great Munden and Westmill are adjoining parishes. 
No Miles or Myles was listed at Westmill in the Subsidy 
of 1545, but William Miles (probably our man) and Joan 
his wife were deforciants in a fine at Westmill in 1556, 
William Austen and John Chery being querents ["Subsidy 
Rolls for Hertfordshire, 1545," The Herts Genealogist 
and Antiguary, 1:327 ("Moche Munden"), 2:2/6 ("West- 
myll™); treet of Fines for Hertfordshire," 1556, Mich- 
aelmas Term, ibid., 1:249]. 
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Possible children of William Miles or Myles: 


i. Thomas. 

ii. John, the only member of the Miles or Myles family 
taxed at Great Munden in the Lay Subsidies of 1571, 
1588, 1599, and 1601. His first wife, Margaret, was 
bur. at Great Munden 28 Oct. 1593; his second wife, 
Joan, was bur. there 25 Jan. 1597/8, and John himself 
was bur. there 6 July 1601. Administration of the 
goods, &c., of John Myles late of Great Munden was 
granted on 6 Feb. 1601/2 to Henry Miles, nephew by 
the brother of the said deceased (Prerogative Court 
of Canterbury, Administration Act Book for 1602, fo- 
lio 107). No recorded children. 


2. ? Thomas Miles or Myles of Great Munden, yeoman, 
may well have been a son of William, No. 1 above. 
Thomas Miles had a wife Elizabeth, and they conveyed by 
fine dated Jan. 1569/70 six acres of pasture with ap- 
purtenances in Great Munden to Richard Baker of Great 
Munden, for £40 [Feet of Fines for Hertfordshire, C.P. 
25 (2), Bundle 137/2124, Public Record Office, London]. 
Thomas Miles was not taxed at Great Munden or else- 
where in the neighborhood in the Lay Subsidies of 15/1 
ana later years, anda there is no will of Thomas or 
Elizabeth Miles on file among the regularly calendared 
records of the Archdeaconry Court of Huntingdon, Hitch- 
in Registry, or in the calendars of the Consistory 
Court of Lincoln. There may be a will or administra- 
tion for either or both of them among the uncalendared 
records in the Probate Registry at Peterborough, where 
some of the Archdeaconry of Huntingdon probate records 
have been stowed away. These would be hard to find. 

It is not certain that the children here attributed 
to Thomas and Elizabeth Miles were actually theirs, 
but it seems likely. 

Children (order uncertain): 


i. Richard, b. ca. 1567-75. 

ii. Henry, a bachelor, served as administrator of the es- 
tate of his uncle John Myles, 6 Feb. 1601/2; was him- 
self bur. at Great Munden May 1602. He made a will 
dated 28 Apr. 1602: "My bodye to be buryed in the 
churchyard of Much Munden. To the poor of Much Mun- 
den, 20s. To the poor of Yardley, 5s. To James 
Myles my brother, &5 at his age of 22 years. To my 
sisters Emme Miles, Ellen Miles & Elizabeth Miles, 
Os. each. To my sister Joane, 20s. The residue of 
my estate real & personal to Rychard Miles my eldest 
brother, making him my sole executor. (Witnesses: ) 
William Sell, Ro: Tattersall, scriptor. Proved, 2 
Jan. 1602/3 (Archdeaconry Court of Huntingdon, Hitch- 
in Registry, Register h, folio 226). 

iii. James, aged under 22 in Apr. 1602. 
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Joan, perhaps married by Apr. 1602, since her brother 
Henry did not mention her surname and left her only 
20s., whereas the three other sisters who were spin- 
sters and surnamed Miles received 0s. each. 

v. Emme, unmarried in Apr. 1602. o 
vi. Ellen, unmarried in Apr. 1602. 
vii. Elizabeth, unmarried in Apr. 1602. 


3. Richard Miles or Myles (? Thomas, ? William) of 
Great Munden, co. Hertford, yeoman, may well have been 
born about 1567-1575, and was buried at Great Munden 14 
Oct. 1628, testate. He was married at Great Munden, 17 
Oct. 1597, to Alice Cherry of that parish, who died 
five weeks before her husband and was buried at Great 
Munden 9 Sept. 1628. She may have been a daughter of 
John Cherry of Great Munden and Katherine Abbott of 
Little Munaen, who received a licence to marry on 19 
Feb. 1564/5 [Joseph Foster, London Marriage Licences, 
1521-1869, column 272]. Frerhaps she was a granddaugh- 
ter of one or the other Thomas "Chery" who was taxed, 
together with William Myles (No. 1 above), in the Lay 
Subsidy of 1545, and perhaps she was descended from the 
John "Schery" who was co-grantee with William "Mylys" 
of Westmill in the charter of 1447. Here again, how- 
ever, we are faced with a lack of confirmatory evidence, 
for there are no wills or administrations of 15th or 
16th century members of the Cherry family of Westmill 
or Great Munden in the calendared records of the Arch- 
deaconry Court of Huntingdon, Hitchin Registry. 

William Cherry of Great Munden, yeoman, may have 
been a brother of Alice (Cherry) Miles, but in this 
case also we lack confirmation. William Cherry's will 
was dated 15 March 1628/9, proved 15 Oct. 1629 [Arch- 
deaconry Court of Huntingdon, Hitchin Registry, Origin- 
al Willj. He named his wife Ursula (executrix and re- 
siduary legatee), son William, son John, son Thomas, 
daughter Alice, and daughter Ellen; also William Sell, 
illegitimate child of daughter Alice by William Sell, 
gentleman, son of John Sell, gentleman, to whom said 
Alice had been a servant. Witnesses were Richard Baker, 
William Cherry jun. and John Johnson. The will of Ur- 
sula Cherry of Great Munden, widow, late wife of Wil- 
liam Cherry the elder, was dated 23 Nov. 1631, proved 
2 Aug. 1632 [Archdeaconry Court of Huntingdon, Hitchin 
Registry, Original Will]. She bequeathed to Edward 
Howe my son in law, to William Cherry my son in law 
[stepson], to Alice Cherry now wife of John Lanye; res- 
idue to son thomas Cherry, making him executor, provid- 
ed he bring up William Sell, son of said Alice Cherry, 
until his age of 21 years. Witnesses were Robert Ha- 
sell and Nathaniel Bray. No members of the Miles fam- 
ily were mentioned in the Cherry wills, but if William 
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Cherry the elder were a brother of Alice (Cherry) Miles 
he would have named his unfortunate daughter after his 
sister Alice. 

Margaret Cherry of "Munden" (presumably Great Mun- 
den), Herts, married John Fairclough of Weston, co. 
Hertford, whose will, dated 7 Nov. 1587, was proved 30 
Jan. 1587/8. John Fairclough's brother Thomas's daugh- 
ter Mary married (2) Mr. Thomas Allen, by whom she was 
the mother of Jane Allen, first wife of Rev. Peter 
Bulkeley, founder of Concord, Mass. [Donald Lines Jaco- 
bus, The Bulkeley Genealogy, 1933, p. 44). 

Richard Miles the elder of Great Munden, husband of 
Alice Cherry, evidently lived in that part of the par- 
ish which includes the hamlet of Nasty (1 1/2 miles 
northwest of the present St. Edmund's College), for he 
named "my close called Nastie Croft" and "my lands 
called Nastie field" in his will. He was a prosperous 
man, as this will shows, and a careful provider for his 
wife Alice and son Richard. His household was precise- 
ly the kind in which we should expect a future pillar 
of the Puritan community in New Haven to be born; a 
family of well-to-do yeomen with Puritan leanings. 

An abstract of the Will of Richard Miles the elder 
of Much Munden, co. Herts., yeoman, dated 4 Feb. 1627 
(1627/8): "As I do not consider tnat the third part 
of my freehold property will be sufficient to maintain 
Alice my beloved wife if she survives me, I devise to 
her all that my parlour, being part of the mansion 
house wherein I dwell, at the north end. Also I leave 
to her my little garner orchard on the north side of 
the said mansion, with liberty of ingress, egress & 
regress during her widowhood. If she marries again, 
this bequest shall be void. To the said Alice my wife, 
my close called Nastie Croft, a close of land and pas- 
ture called Marshes of about 3 acres, 2 acres of arable 
land lying in Nastie field, abutting on my orchard to 
the east &« on Sowles field to the west, 1 acre of ara- 
ble land in Nastie field between the land of Richard 
Baker & Richard Cannon, and pieces of arable land in 
Sowles field purchased by me of John Sell, of 6 acres. 
The said Alice my wife shall hold such properties for 
the term of her life on condition that she does not 
claim any other dower. To the said Alice my wife, £8 
yearly during her widowhood, payable by my son Richard 
Miles & his heirs « representatives in quarterly pay- 
ments, and my said son Richard shall enjoy the said 
close called Nastie Croft, the close called Marshes, 
lands in Nastie field & Sowles*field at the death of my 
said wife. To Alice my said wife, my best cow, all 
wethers, ewes, lambs and other sheep. To my son Rich- 
ard, the household stuff in the hall of my mansion 
house except the chair in which I usually sit which I 
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give to Alice my wife. To the said Alice my. wife, all 
the rest of the househola stuff, and I request her to 
give some to my Kinswoman Ann Shipp who now dwells with 
me. My wife Shall have the use of the chimney in the 
said hall « fire there as there is no chimney in the 
said parlour, she paying no allowance for the same. To 
Richnara my son « his heirs for ever, all the rest of my 
lands, tenements « hereditaments, immediately after my 
death, also the rest of my goods « chattels, anc I make 
my said son Kichara my sole executor." (Signed): Rych- 
ard Miles. (Witnesses): William Benn, John Johnson, 
Marie Johnson. Proved, 22 April 1629, by Richard Miles, 
son « executor named [Archdeaconry Court of Huntingdon, 
Hitchin Registry, Original Will].

THE RANDALL-LEONARD-BAYLEY RELATIONSHIP

In the genealogy, Robert Randall and His Descendants 
(1909) by William L. Chaffin, page 9, we find the fol- 
lowing: "Samuel3 Randall, b. at Weymouth July 20,1675, 
son of Thomas¢, Robertl, married about 1696 Mary Bailey, 
daughter of Guido of Bridgewater. He died soon after; 
she married (2) Isaac Leonard." 

The Solomon Leonard Genealogy (1896) by Manning 
Leonard, page 66, states: Isaac3 Leonard, eldest son 
of Isaac¢, Solomon-, was born in Bridgewater before 
1680; married April 16, 1701, Mary, daughter of Guido 
Bailey who was then widow of Samuel, son of Thomas, 
Randall, who died as early as 1697." 

In a footnote on the same page furnishing data on 
the Guido Bayley family of Bridgewater, we find the 
following pertaining to his daughter Mary referred to 
above: "in 1696 Guido sold his place to his nephew 
Vanasseh Marston of Salem, the selectmen consenting to 
it, to whom he from age and infirmity had previously 
applied for assistance; Marston to maintain him and his 
daughter Mary. He died about 1700." "Mary m. (1) a 
Randall and m. (2) Isaac Leonard; she conveyed 20 acres 
of land to her cousin Marston in 1697 who was to take 
care of her and he conveyed it to Leonard in 1702." 

The statement is correct that Isaac Leonard married 
Mary Randall and is confirmed by the following: 
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Bridgewater Vital Records [(2:315]): Mary Randall of 
North Purchase and [Isaac Leonard, April 16, 1701. 

But Mary Randall of North Purchase (now Easton) was 
not Mary Bayley, daughter of Guido, as will be shown by 
deeds. Mary Randall may have been, and probably was, 
the widow of Samuel? Randall, but her parentaze is un- 
known. ‘\hen such broad statements are made without 
references or an explanation of the possibilities given, 
trey are too often taken for granted; whereas, if the 
parentaze is stated as "unknown," it stimulates further 
research. Weymouth families and especially those who 
moved to Taunton North Purchase shoula be searched for 
possible parentage of Mary, wife of Samuel Randall and 
Isaac Leonard. in all probability Mr. Chaffin obtained 
his data for the Randall family from the Leonard Gene- 
alogy which antedated it. 

Very little is known about the Guido Bayley family 
(mame usually spelled thus in deeds), the records being 
most unsatisfactory. We do not know the name of his 
wife who was the mother of his children, but in his old 
age he married Ruth (?Retchell)(Gurney) Bundy, widow of 
John Gurney of Weymouth and Mendon and of John Bundy of 
Taunton, being the latter's second wife. Guido had no 
issue by his wife Ruth. 

Plymouth Deeds [2:37]: Guido Bayley and wife Ruth 
for forty pounds conveyed to Manasseh Marston of Salem 
their homestead, reserving to themselves "the benefits 
of all our dwelling house and farm land wherein and 
whereon we now live," dated 13 Oct. 1696 and acknow- 
ledged the same day with this Memo: "that whereas Guido 
Bayley being aged and wanting relief did some time now 
verbally request the selectmen and overseers of ye poor 
of ye town of Bridzgewater to take care of him and his 
wife and his estate wherefore further know that we do 
hereby declare our allowance and approbation of ye bar- 
Zain and sale within named, as witness our hands. 13 
October 1696. Recorded Oct. 31, 1696." (This is the 
approval of the selectmen referred to in the Solomon 
Leonard Genealogy. ) 

Guido Bayley's death is unrecorded. He probably 
died the latter part of the summer of 1702, as shown 
by deeds and explained infra [4:139 and 7:182]. We 
find no record of his wife Ruth's death. The following 
is the last record found ana is in Bridzewater ‘Town 
Records for 1703: "The Town directed the selectmen to 
take care of the widow Bayley and keep her in posses- 
sion of her just rights." 

By his first wife Guido had at least five children, 
but no record of their births has been found and their 
order of birth is not known: 
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Guido®, Jr. Of him we find proof in Plymouth Deeds 
1:189 (Guido Sr. to "my son Guido Jr.") and 1:36h. 
He probably d. unm. before 28 Mar. 1690, the date of 
the inventory of his estate (Plymouth Probate, 1:63). 

Joseph, was in King Philip's War; porobably d. unm.,, 
but at what date is unknown. The only reference 
found is in Bodge (p. 28) where under Bridgewater 
his nephew Ebenezer Hill appeared as eldest heir to 
claim his right to veterans' lands. 

Ruth, m. about 1683 Ebenezer Hill (no record of mar- 
riage found); they had several children recorded in 
Bridgewater. Guido Bayley Sr. conveved (Plymouth 
Deeds, 14:2) to "my daughter Ruth, wife of Ebenezer 
Hill of Bridgewater. 

Elizabeth, m. Bridgewater (V.R. 2:315) 1h Feb. 1692/3 
James Harris. Plymouth Deeds, 2:82: Guido Ravley 
conveyed to "my daughter Elizabeth Bayley" and on 
the same nage, another deed, "Elizabeth Bayley to 
James Harris of Scituate," with a Memo at the bottom 
"I Guido Bayley confirm (the same) unto my daughter 
Elizabeth Bayley now wife of James Harris," and ac- 
knowledged by him 18 Nov. 1696; recorded 6 May 1697. 

Marv, never married; no death record has been found. 
We know she was still living 12 Apr. 1725, date of 
deed (19:168) recorded 18 Nov. 1725. 


The following deeds contain 'proof in regard to Mary 
Bayley. Plymouth Deeds, 2:78: Guido Bayley Sr. of 
Bridgewater "to my daughter Mary Bayley singlewoman, 25 
acres of unbroken upland belonging to my farm,” dated 
25 Nov. 1687; recorded 29 April 16 7. 

Deed 2:79: Mary Bayley conveyed to Manassah Marston 
si April 1697, the land her father gave her by_the above 

eed. Thus, she could not have married Samuel} Randall 
about 1696 as stated in the Randall Genealogy. This 
deed 2:79, and the deed 2:3/ by her father and his wife 
Ruth were for their care and maintenance as referred to 
in the footnote quoted previously herein. 

Leed 4:139: Manassah Marston of Salem sold to Isaac 
Leonard Sr. (not Junior) a parcel of land in Bridgewat- 
er, 25 acres, for £30, being land which Guido Bailey 
[sic] had bequeathed to his daughter Mary, together 
with two 10-acre divisions...dated 15 Sept. 1702. 

Deed 7:182: Manassah Marston and wife Mercy sold to 
Richard Davenport and to Joseph Pratt all that farm and 
late dwelling house that was Guido Bailey's "and now 
mine as per deed of 13 October 1696"....dated J October 
1702. 

From these two deeds we know that Guido Bayley died 
near 15 Sept. 1702 and the land that Mary Bayley had 
conveyed to Manasseh Marston he now deeded to Isaac 
Leonard Sr. for the sum of £30. From the footnote in 
the Leonard book we were led to believe that it was 
transferred to [Isaac Jr., supposed husband of Mary, but 
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such was not the case as shown by a later deed. Evi- 
dently her care and maintenance were transferred from 
her cousin Manasseh Marston to Isaac Leonard Sr., for 
the property at the above sum. 

When Guido sold this land to his daughter, there was 
a Memo at the bottom of the deed, "whereas it is ex- 
pressed in the 13, 14 and 15th lines....ye satisfaction 
for wood and timber during the time of tuido Bayley's 
natural life and his wife's, it is understood cencern- 
ing his wife only during the time of her widowhcod." 
And we know that the deed (2:37) by Guido and wife Ruth 
reserved all rights to them for life. This explains 
why the Bridgewater Town Records warn in 1703 that the 
widow's rights are to be protected. 

We learn from Plymouth Leeds [19:168] that Mary Bay- 
ley was still unmarried and hence not the wife of Isaac 
Leonard Jr. in 1701. "Mary Bayley of Bridgewater, sin- 
glewoman, for and in consideration of a valuable sum of 
money to me in hand to my satisfaction paid by Joseph 
Leonard of Bridgewater son of Isaac deceased have sold 
him all that my right and interest to the land that I 
have may or ought to have in Bridgewater by heirship or 
any other way whether divided or undivided together 
with all the privileges and appurtenances"; dated 12 
April 1725, acknowledged 12 April 1725; recorded 18 
Nov. 1725. 

This date, 12 April 1725, is the last we have for 
any record of Mary Bayley. It seems to be implied by 
these deeds that after the death of her father, her 
cousin Manasseh Marston transferred her care and main- 
tenance to Isaac Leonard Sr., and when isaac died, his 
son Joseph Leonard took over the responsibility and was 
to receive any lands to which she might be entitled. 

It seems probable that she died shortly before 18 Nov. 
1725, the date when the deed was recorded. 

And so we must look elsewhere for Mary, wife of Sam- 
uel Randall and of Isaac Leonard. I would suggest that 
there may be an element of truth in the statement that 
Mary was a daughter of Guido Bayley, for there is a 
possibility that she was his stepdaughter, Mary Gurney. 
We find no record of her death as Mary Gurney and no 
record of her marriage, yet we know that she was living 
as late as 1693 and at that time unmarried. There is 
strong circumstantial evidence favoring this possibili- 
ty, and the following is submitted as a basis for fur- 
ther research by those interested. 

Mary Gurney's birth is not on record, but she must 
have been born by 1673 and thus of the right age to be 
the wife of Randall and Leonard. She was daughter of 
John Gurney of Weymouth and Mendon, Mass., who was kill- 
ed by the Indians in 1675 in Mendon, by his wife Ruth 
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(?Ratchell); see Annals of Mendon, p. 76, "Mrs. Gur- 
ney's maiden name was Rachel"; the name is also written 
Ratchell. Besides the daughter Mary, John and Ruth 
Gurney had two sons: John, who bought land in 1693 of 
John Porter near Guido Bailey's, and sold it in 1696 
when he is called "of Providence, R.I."; and Samuel, 
who was born 14 Mar. 1671 and married [printed Boston 
V.R., Pe 130] 26 Oct. 1693 Sarah Shapley [this is an 
error for Staples], who was the widow of John Staples 
and must have been almost twice his age. 

The widow Ruth Gurney married second, as seccnd wife, 
John Bundy of Taunton, Mass., by whom she had three 
sons recorded in Taunton, two of whom can be traced to 
maturity, the third probably died young. After the 
death of John Bundy in 1681, we find the widow Ruth has 
married Guido Bayley, as shown by deeds already quoted 
and further confirmed by a Suffolk Deed {23:168]) dated 
12 Sept. 1693 wherein John Gurney, Samuel Gurney and 
their sister Vary Gurney, all of Bridgewater, with the 
consent of their mother sold to Ephraim Thayer of Brain- 
tree land in Mendon. This deed was acknowledged by 
John and Samuel Gurney 20 Sept. 1693 and by Mary Gurney 
and her mother Ruth Builey in person 25 Nov. 1693. 

Thus we know that Mary Gurney was unmarried 25 Nov. 
1693 and living in Bridgewater, probably in the Guido 
Bayley family. She coula very well be the Mary who 
married Isaac Leonard Jr. in 1/701 as the widow of Sam- 
uel Randall of Weymouth and Easton. Both of her broth- 
ers died without issue: Samuel Gurney in 1/1/ in his 
will [Plymouth Probate, 4:36] names his wife and step- 
son and 5 s. to brother John, but does not mention sis- 
ter Mary. John died in 1723 according to Austin's Gen. 
Dict. of Rhode Island, p. 75 under Field, probably in 
Providence, but no probate is mentioned. 

According to the Leonard Genealogy, Isaac Leonard 
and wife Mary were living in Easton in 1713 as shown by 
deeds but in 1726 they sold their homestead there to 
Eliphalet Leonard. The following year they were "of 
Mendon" when they bought of John Acams of Ponfret, 
Conn., 132 acres in that town, to which they removed. 
They bought other lands there, but 9 Feb. 1735/6 sold 
out to Isaac Parks and "no further trace cf him or his 
family can be found." Possibly a more thorough search 
of Pomfret land records, or a more general search, will 
furnish further data. The items we have given above 
suggest a possible identity and parentage or Mary, 
wife of Samuel Randall and [isaac Leonard. 


ROWLAND ROBINSON BIBLE RECORD 


Contributed by Ralph E, Boyce, Esaq., of Nassau, N.Y. 


The Bible of Rowland Robinson of South Kingston, 
R.I., was printed at Edinburgh by Mark and Charles 
Kerr, His Majesty's Printers, in 1793. Rowland3 Rob- 
inson (1719-1806) was son of Deputy Governor William@ 
Robinson and grandson of Rowland-+ Robinson. 

In 1806 the Bible was apparently bought by Peleg 
Gardner of South Kingston, whose second wife was Hannah 
Clarke, a niece of Rowland Robinson. Their daughter, 
Hannah Gardner, married Robert Morey, son of Hazard and 
Susannah (Collins) Morey. The Morey family came from 
Stonington, Conn., about 1805, to New Lebanon, Columbia 
Co., N.Y., and about 1830 settled on a farm near Nas- 
sau, Rensselaer Co., N.Y. It appears that the Bible 
probably came to Nassau in 1839 after the death of Han- 
nah (Robinson) Gardner, wife of Peleg Gardner. It re- 
mained at Nassau until 1898, when it came to Nettie Ek. 
Morey in Brooklyn, N.Y., a daughter of Peleg Gardner 
Morey, who married Jares S. Morey, a descendant of the 
Dutchess Co., N.Y., Moreys. Her son, Gardner L. Morey 
of Flushing, N.Y., now has the Bible. So far as my in- 
formation goes, the records in this Bible have never 
been published.

THE WIFE OF CLEMENT QUITERFIELD 


By Frederick W, Wead, A.B., M.Arch., Boston, Mass. 


Clement1 Quiterfield was an early settler in Col- 
chester, Conn., owning a home lot as early as 1702. At 
the time of his death in late 1723, according to the 
inventory of his estate taken 7 Jan. 1723/4 [Hartford 
Probate District, File #4417, State Library], he owned 
a 42-acre home lot, two 50-acre lots, 4 acres of meadow 
and a 4i-acre interest in undivided lands for a valua- 
tion of £412-0-0. His net personal estate, after de- 
duction of debts, was £87-0-10. 

His children by Priscilla, born Colchester: 


i. Benjamin, b. 11 Apr. 1704; d. Colchester, 8 Aug. 1771; 
m. Colchester, 11 July 1728, Eunice}Kellogg. 
ii. Richard, b. 27 Sept. 1706; d. Colchester, 17473 
m. Colchester, 1 Mar. 1732, Lydia} Cripen. 
iii. Elizabeth, b. 3 Jan. 1709; m. Colchester, 27 Jan. 1728, 
John4 Douglas. See The American Genealogist, 27:212. 
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John, b. 3 Sept. 1711; last found in Lanesboro, Mass., 
in 1771, when he and wife were admitted to the 
church; m. Colchester, 7 Dec. 1733, Elizabeth? Kil- 
bourn. 


Widow Priscilla married second, Colchester, about 
1731, as second wife, Charles Williams, and third, Col- 
chester, 29 May 1749, as second wife, Nathaniel2 Kel- 
logg, whom she survived. 

Priscilla was the daughter of Benjamin@ Collins and 
his second wife, Elizabeth (Leach) Putnam, born Lynn, 
Mass., 2 May 1679. This is proved by the following 
deeds in the Essex County Registry. 

Benjamin Collins and 
wife Elizabeth, Clement Quitfield and wife Priscilla, 
and Sarah Aaqams, all of Colchester, Conn., gave power 
of attorney to Thomas Adams of Colchester and Samuel 
Lord of Saybrook. 

Vol. 40, p. 186. 28 Dec. 1720. Thomas Adams and 
Samuel Lord forselves and as attorneys for the above 
sold to Samuel Collins, gunsmith, of Lynn, 3/4 of sev- 
eral pieces of land (about 37 acres in all) of the es- 
tate of Benjamin Collins Jr., mentioning the dower 
rights of widow Sarah Collins and 1/4 interest of Dan- 
iel Brown. 

Vol. 103, pe. 249. YJ Nov. 1750. Nathaniel Kellogg 
of Colchester and wife Priscilla (a daughter of Benja- 
min Collins) sold her right in estate of Benjamin Col- 
lins Jr., to Benjamin Quitefield. 

Vol. 103 p. 253. 17 Dec. 1756. A similar deed from 
Thomas Adams and wife Sarah of Coventry to Benjamin 
Kitterfield. 

Vol. 103, pe 249. 6 Jan. 1756/7. Daniel Brown of 
Lyme, Conn., rights in estate of Uncle Benjamin Col- 
lins to Benjamin Quittefield. 

Vol. 103, pe 249. 2 Apr. 1757. Benjamin Quitte- 
field of Colchester sold 3/4 of lands (about 15 acres) 
set out to Sarah Collins, widow of Benjamin Collins 
Jr., to Zaccheus Collins, gunsmith of Lynn. 

Vol. 39, pe 59. 28 Dec. 1720. Thomas Adams, hus- 
bandman, and Samuel Lord, feltmaker, as attorneys to 
Daniel Bartlett and wife Susanna of New Haven, Clem- 
ense Chetefield and wife Priscilla, and Sarah Adams of 
Colchester, sell to Robert Gray of Lynn about 5 acres 
in 6th lot, lst range, 4th division. This was endorsed 
23 Mar. 1720/1 by Sarah Collins, widow of Benjamin Col- 
lins Jr. 

Susanna Bartlett was a daughter of Benjamin Collins 
by his first wife Priscilla Kirtland and widow of Sam- 
uel3 Lord of Saybrook. Priscilla Quiterfield and Sarah 
Adams were daughters of Benjamin by his second wife, 
Elizabeth (Leach) Putnam. Daniel Brown was the son of 
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another sister, Elizabeth, who married at Colchester, 
12 May 1713, Samuel Brown and died 2 July 1/14. Ben- 
jamin Collins, Jr., was a brother who althouzh married 
died without issue. 

The descendants of Clement and Priscilla Quiterfield 
seem to be through the female members of the family. 
Ben jamine had Jacob3 who married Elizabeth Kilbourn; 
only one of their — married—Eunice+ to Hugh 
Stephens; and Eunice’ who married Noah Clark; their 
only child was Hannah+ who married Simon Cone. Rich- 
ard© had Abner3 who married_Esther Dunham of Sharon, 
but had no issue; and Lydia’ who married Stephen Jack- 
son of Sharon. John@ had only one daughter who sur- 
vived, Sarah who married Jacob Wead and left numerous 
descendants. Elizabeth@ (Mrs. Douglas) had several 
children who married. 


DANIEL4 SMITH OF LYME, CONN. 


By Robert R, Buell, Esq., Prairie du Sac, Wisconsin 


The families of Richard? and John3, sons of Richard¢ 
Smith of Lyme, have been treated previously in this 
journal, in which account (supra, 25:140] Richard} is 


given two wives: Elizabeth Lay, who died 3 Apr. 1690, 
and Elizabeth ( ) Harris, widow of William Harris. 
Mr. Jacobus, however, indicates that the fifth child, 
Daniel, born 15 Apr. 1692, was, perhaps, by an interim 
wife. Indeed, he was, Daniel being her only Smith 
child, and she being an undiscovered daughter of Robert 
Wade, sr., of Norwich. Since the Smith family of Rox- 
bury, Conn., were descendants of this Daniel, this dis- 
covery should be of interest. 

One piece of evidence has already been published in 
this journal [supra, 22:261], in which Daniel Smith of 
Lyme on 6 July 03 as "son of Richard Smith deceased 
of Lyme with Concent of my mother in law [i.e., step- 
mother] Elizabeth Smith ana my uncle John Lay, over- 
seers of the estate of Richard Smith, binds himself 
apprentice to Thomas Lee Juner of Lyme to the age of 
21." This identifies Elizabeth ( ) Harris, the 
last wife and surviving widow of Richard? Smith, as 
stepmother of Daniel Smith; and since his birth year 
was recorded as 1692, two years after the recorded 
death of Richard's first wife, it is proved that Rich- 
ard did have an interim second wife. 

Her identity, but not her given name, is proved by 
a court action of heirs of Robert Wade |New London 
County Court Records, 8:133j and by two deeds in Say- 
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brook. ‘These had been noted by the late Mrs. Hlisha E. 
Rogers of Norwich in her manuscripts now owned by the 
Connecticut Historical Society in Hartford and came to 
the attention of Prof. Claude W. Barlow in his study of 
the Cross family. 

The court proceeding relates to the claim of Aaron 
Clark and his wife Susanna [only child of Robert Wade 
jr.j to 2/5 of certain land belonging to the estate of 
Robert Wade of Saybrook, Daniel Smith of Lyme bein 
entitled to 1/5, and Jonathan Gennings's wife to 1/5. 
The action was dated 29 Nov. 1713, and the reason the 
remaining fifth was not mentioned is explained by the 
fact that the other heir had already sold. On 25 June 
1703 [Saybrook Land Records, 2:96], Peter Cross with 
consent of wife Mary "the only surviving child of said 
Robert Wade being the only heirs to said land" as Mrs. 
Rogers ccpied it, sold what was actually only a fifth 
Share. We may note that the early sale by Mary (Wade) 
Cross netted her only £3. 10s. plus 100 pounds of good 
iron, whereas the other heirs in the later deed netted 
£10 per share. 

The later deed [Saybrook Land Records, 2:42], dated 
18 Feb. 1713/14, was given by Aaron Clarke of Lebanon, 
Daniel Smith of Lyme, and Richard Abbe as attorney for 
Jonathan Gennings of Windham, for £40, to Mr. Samuell 
Chapman of Say-Brook, of land at Pochauge, 4/5 of that 
60 acres laid out to the Estate of Robert Wade Dec4@; 
Clarke sells 2/5, Daniel Smith 1/5, and Richard Abbe 
1/5. This deed, in connection with the Court case, 
and the previous deed, identifies the four surviving 
children of Robert Wade sr. as Robert jr. [m. at Nor- 
wich, 11 Mar. 1690/1 and d. 1696 leaving an only child, 
Susannah, b. Jan. 1691/2, m. Aaron Clarke of Lebanon]; 
Mary, m. Peter Cross of Windham; Susanna, m. Jonathan 
Gennings, Ginnings or Jennings of Windham; and another 
daughter, name unknown, who was second wife of Richard 
Smith of Lyme, since she was mother of his son Daniel. 

The records consulted fail to identify John Wade of 
Lyme who died 24 Mar. 1728, whose will calls him "under 
the decays of old age," and whose wife was Elizabeth 
Durant. Research is indicated to ascertain (a) the 
given name of Miss Wade who married Richard Smith, and 
(b) the identity of John Wade of Lyme. 

As a footnote to the above, it may be said that 
Richard Abbe, who acted as attorney for Jonathan Gen- 
nings sr., had married his daughter Mary Jennings on 
16 Nov. 1703 in a double wedding with Jonathan Jennings 
jr. and Hannah Abbe. 


THE WILL OF WILLIAM DENNIS OF SCITUATE, MASS. 


By Gerald James Parsons, M,S,(L.S.), F.A.S.G., Rochester, N.Y. 


The wiil of William Dennis of Scituate, Mass., is in 
print in two sources, The Mayflower Descendant, v. 14, 
p. 113, and in Wilford J. Litchfield's The Litchfield 
Family in America, part 1, no., 1, Oct. 1901, pp. 18-19. 
However, if one does not have access to these books or 
is unaware tliat the will is to be found there, he will 
find a most confusing picture when he consults such ob- 
vious sources as The England Historical and Genealogi- 
cal Register, Savage's Genealogical Dictionary..., and 
Pope's The Pioneers of Massachusetts. This discovery 
was made when Mrs. Jessie Howard Steitz of Rochester, 
N.Y¥., asked me to help her determine whether Judith, 
wife of Lawrencel Litchfield, was the daughter of Wil- 
liam+ Dennis. After reading the various accounts, I 
could understand why she was uncertain. 

The early genealogists were unable to decide whether 
Judith, wife of Lawrence Litchfield, was the daughter 
of William Dennis, apparently because the abstract of 
bennis's will given in the New England...Register, v.5, 
p. 335, is incorrect, and he did not state any relation 
ship to the Litchfield children to whom he left be- 
quests. The Register states: “William Dennis, (Scitu- 
ate,) Will dated Feb. 16, 1649. To his wife Judith, 
who he made executor. ‘To his son-in-law, Wm. Parker. 
To Remember, Dependence, and Experience Leichfield. 
Witnessed by Hatherly and Cudworth." Savage in v. 2, 
p. 39, under William bennis, quotes the Kegister and 
adds that Judith, wife of Lawrence Litchfield, was "d. 
{aughter] of his [William's] w.|ife] no doubt, yet 
there may be doubt, whether any ch.[ildrens of his m. 
{arried] Parker or Litchfield." Inv. 3, pp. 98-99, 
under Lawrence Litchfield he states that Litchfield d. 
[ied] 1650 at §.[cituate] and his wid.|ow] Judith, per- 
haps d.laughterj of William Dennis of Scituate, m.|ar- 
ried] that yr. William Peaks." Pope in his Pioneer. of 
Massachusetts, p. 136, gives an abstract of Dennis's 
Will correctly (except that he calls William Peakes, 
William "Parker"), but gives as his reference the in- 
correct abstract in the Kegister, 5:335. On page 288, 
under Lawrence Litchfield, he states that Litchfield's 
wife Judith was daughter of William Dennis and married 
after his death William Peakes. Thus Pope, with the 
one exception, was correct, but his reference to the 
Register was most confusing, leaving an aura of uncer- 
tainty. I suggested that Mrs. Steitz obtain from Plym- 
outh a copy of the will. This she did, and she pre- 
sented me with a copy of the photostat (from which the 
following copy is taken), with permission to reproduce 
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it here. It will be seen that Judith is actually call- 
ed Dennis's daughter, that "Parker" is a misreading for 
Peakes, and that "wife Judith" does not appear. 


The last Will and Testament of William Dennis of 
Scittuat exhibited att the court holden att Plymouth 
the fift of march 1656 and ordered to bee recorded 

In the Name of God Amen I Willam Dennis of Scittuate 
being in prfect memory although weake in body Doe by 
these presents make my last will and Testament the six- 
teenth day of ffebruary 1649 in manor following viz 
Imprmis 
I bequeath my soule to god that gaue it and my body to 
the Dust to bee buried att the usuall buring place ina 
Decent manor; and my goods in manor following; I giue 
and bequeath unto Remember Leichfeild Dependance Leich- 
feild and Experience Leichfeild my blacke Cow which is 
now in the hands of James Cudworth equally to them to 
bee Devided and to bee kept for theire use with halfe 
the profitt of the said Cow untill they the said Remem- 
ber Leichfeild Dependance Leichfeild and Experience 
Lei hfeild shall come to age or bee married and if ei- 
ther of them Die in the mean time then the cow and the 
encrease of her shall redound unto the Survivers: the 
rest and resedue of my goods my Debts being payed and 
my body Decently buried I giue and bequeath unto my son 
in law Willam Peakes and my Daughter Judith his wife 
whom I make sole exequitor and exequitrix, Intreating 
m? Timothy hatherly James Cudworth and Thomas Pincsin 
to see the Cow formerly mencioned with the increase to 
bee ordered for the best advantage of the Ythildren; and 
giueing them power together with my son in law William 
Peakes soe to Loe; In Witnesse wherof I have hereunto 
sett my hand and Seale the Day and yeare aboue written 
Signed Dealea 
in the presence of the marke of 
M? Timothy Hatherly CM his seale 
James Cudworth William Dennis 
[Plymouth County Registry of Deeds, Plymouth Colony 
Records, Wills, v. 2, p. 35.) 


1. William Dennis of Scituate, Mass., was a resi- 
dent of that town as early as 1642. His wife's name is 
unknown and little is known about him. He is stated by 
some authorities to be the William Dennis, shoemaker, 
who was granted land 4 March 1638/9 at Plymouth and who 
on 24 March 1638/9 bought land in Plymouth from Richard 
Clough, which he sold 5 Oct. 1640 [Records of the Col- 
ony of New Plymouth..., 1:115; Deeds, 1:42, 63-4]; but 
since his son William lived at Plymouth, it seems more 
likely that these records refer to him. 

Children: 
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i. William, b. (say) 1615; resided at Plymouth, but re- 
turned to England about 1640, and is not mentioned 
in his father's will. "The xxij® March 162. MEM- 
ORAND That Whereas Willm Dennis of Plymouth before 
his going into England about a yeare and a half since 
did authorize and assigne John Winslow of Plymouth 
aforSd to receiue as such Debts and sums of money as 
were due & oweing vwnto him here in New England And 
whereas also since by his lres beareing date the 
xijth of November 162 directed to the said John 
Winslow and another of the same date directed to 
Will® Dennis of Scittuate his Naturall father hath 
giuen further power that the said John Winslow 
should assigne and make over the said Debts vnto the 
said Willm Dennis the father for such sume as he 
should agree wth him for so that it was not vnder 
twenty markes Now the said John Winslow by vertue of 
the said 1res hath assigned and made ouer the said 
Debts unto the said Willm Dennis the father for the 
sume of sixteene pounds. And the said Willm Dennis 
the father in consideracdn that the said John Wins-

said Willf Dennis his sonn here in New England." 
(Ibid., Deeds, 1:89). 

ii. Judith, b. (say) 1620; d. in 1685, between 5 Sepnt., the 
date of her will, and the 1) Oct., the date of the 
inventory; m. (1) about 160, Lawrence Litchfield, 
who d. abt. 1649 at Scituate, Mass.; m. (2) 2 Oct. 
1649, William Peakes. The Scituate records give the 
vear of this marriage as 1650, but this is clearly 
an error. As Judith was already married to Peakes 
before her father drew his will 16 Feb. 1619/50, and 
as Lawrence Litchfield was living 1) Nov. 168, when 
he was made a beneficiary of the will of Thomas Rick- 
ard (Mayflower Descendant, 9:155), we conclude that 
she married Peakes in 1649. Children (Litchfield):

THE GRUMMAN FAMILY

10. Nehemiah+ Grumman (Joseph, John“, John!) was 
probably born in the settlement of Lyons Farms within 
the bounds of Newark, N.J., about 1718. He died at 
Wilton, Conn., 4 Apr. 1797, “in the 79th year of his 
age" [g.s. at Sharp's Hill Cemetery, Wilton]. He mar- 
ried at Wilton, 18 May 1744, Abigail4 Keeler, born at 
Norwalk in 1720, died at Wilton £7 Nov. 1799, aged 79, 


and buried with her wre, woe She was the second sur- 


viving daughter of John? (John, Ralph!) and Rhoda 
(Hoyt) Keeler of Norwalk [her father, John Keeler, 
born at Norwalk 26 Dec. 1682, married 19 Apr. 1710 Rho- 
da Hoyt; see Jacobus, Old Fairfield, 1:356. John5 Kee- 
ler died at Norwalk in 1764; see File #3557, Fairfield 
Probate District, State Library, Hartford, which is 
complaint of Nehemiah Grumman, administrator of John 
Keeler deceased, dated 1 Jan. 17/1, against John Finch 
and others. Distribution was made of the estate of 
John Keeler, 29 Mar. 1771, to the heirs, including 
"Abigail wife of Nehemia Grummon of Norwalk."]. 
Nehemiah was still in New Jersey on 4 June 1739, 
when he witnessed the will of Joseph Foster of Newark, 
whose widow, Bethia (Lyon)(Winans) Foster, was later to 
marry Nehemiah's brother Ichabod Grumman (see below). 
But by the time the will was probated, 18 Aug. 1742, 
Nehemiah Grumman had left New Jersey and migrated back 
to his father's native colony of Connecticut [N.J.Arch- 
ives, Wills, 1:185; Jacobus, Old Fairfield, 1:246). We 
conclude that he moved to Connecticut about 1741, and 
settled in the parish of Wilton, then in the town of 
Norwalk. His name appears frequently in Norwalk Deeds,

On 25 Oct. 1744, he bought a house, barn, homestead, 6 
acres of land and appurtenances in Norwalk (Wilton) for 
£260 from James Betts of Sharon, Conn.; the land was 
bounded by John Taylor, Daniel Betts, and the highway; 
witnesses were Thomas Betts, John Betts; recorded 18 
Feb. 1744/5 [9:387]. On 31 Oct. 1748, Nehemiah "Grum- 
mon" witnessed the will of Samuel Weed of Norwalk [Fair- 
field P. R., 11:300]), and on 4 Apr. 1749 he was appoint 
ed guardian of John Olmstead of Norwalk [ibid., 7:362]. 

On 4 Mar. 1769, there was a partition of land in 
Norwalk between Nehemiah "Gruman," Nathan Raymond, and 
Josiah Taylor, Jr., and Abigail his wife, all of Nor- 
walk, who held as of fee in common a parcel of land in 
Wilton parish called the Great Swamp. Nehemiah was to 
receive 50 acres and 1 rood of this land; witnessed by 
Hannah Platt, Joseph Platt; recorded 4 Mar. 1769 [Nor- 
walk Deeds, 13:263]. On 18 Mar. 1771, Nehemiah Crum- 
man made a warranty deed to his son John Grumman [ibid., 
14:32]. On 30 Dec. 1794, Nehemiah Grumman by a series 
of deeds sold his remaining lands in the Parish of Wil- 
ton, Town of Norwalk, to his sons John, Jeremiah, Ezra, 
Moses and [ISaac Grumman, all of Norwalk; witnesses to 
all the deeds were Saml Comstock and John Gregory | ibid., 
18:9, 11, 13, 17, 49j. Less than a month later, on 20 
Jan. 1795, John, Ezra, Jeremiah, Moses and lsaac Grum- 
an, all ot Norwalk, "for love and filial affection to 
our hon'a father Nehemiah Gruman," leased to him a 
house, barn, 3 acres of land &c. in the parish of Wil- 
ton in Norwalk; witnesses were Saml Comstock, Joseph 
Green; recorded 30 Apr. 1795 [ibid., 18:21}. 

In the Census of 1790, Nehemiah Grumman was listed 
as an inhabitant of Norwalk, with a family of 1 male 
over 16 and 2 females. Letters of administration on 
the estate of Nehemiah Grumman late of Norwalk, deceas- 
ed, were granted on 1 May 1797 to his son Jeremiah 
Grumman; his son John Grumman being bondsman [File # 
2607, Fairfield District, State Library]. 

Children, born and baptized in Wilton Parish, ‘'own 
of Norwalk, Conn.:

8 May 1748, living at the time of the Census 
of 1810. There is no record of his service in the 
Revolutionarv War, and the date of his death has not 
come to light. In the Census of 1790, hewas listed 
at Norwalk, with a family of 2 males over 16, 2 males 
under 16, 2 females. He received lan? from his fa- 
ther on 30 Dec. 179, and joined with his brothers 
in the lease to his father, 20 Jan. 1795. On 30 
Apr. 179), Ebenezer Betts of Waterford, N.Y., Eliph- 
alet Betts of Stillwater, Saratoga Co., N.Y., and 
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Abigail and Dorothy Betts of Norwalk, for L61-12-5, 
conveyed to Ezra Grumman of Norwalk land adjoining 
that of Nehemiah and Jeremiah Grumman (Norwalk Deeds, 
17:396); on 10 War. 1795, Abigail Hetts of Norwalk 
quitclaimed to Ezra Grumman, for 48, her right in 7 
acres in the parish of Wilton, bounded bv Jeremiah 
Grumman, Nehemiah Grumman, and the highwav; witnessed 
by Ebenezer Betts and Eliphalet Lockwood (ibid., 18:

16-26, 1 male 26-5, 1 male and 2 females over 15. 
The maiden name of Ezra's wife nachel is not certain- 
ly known, but she may have been Rachel Betts, dauvgh- 
ter of Eberezer and Abigail Betts of Norwalk.

23 Feb. 1755; aprarentlv d. before 1790, 
since he does not appear in the Census of that year, 
and certainly d. before 179), since he was not a par- 
ty to the deeds of his father and brothers, He was 
a Private in Capt. Nathan Gilbert's Co., Lt. Col. J. 
Baldwin's Regt., Conn. Militia, which marched on 5 
Oct. 1777 tc Fishkill for the relief of the Continen- 
tal Army; the same Co. in which his brother Jeremish 
was Sergeant, and, like Jeremiah, Aaron deserted on 
7 Oct. 1777, two days after the march began (Connec- 
ticut Men in the Revolution, 522), As Aaron Grummmn 
or Norwalk, hé petitioned for relief from prosecution 
as a deserter in Jan. 1778 (Conn. Military Records, 
X, 13c, State Library). It is not known whether he 
was married,

In that of 1810, he was at Wilton, 
with 1 male 10-16, 1 male 16-26, 1 male over 5, 1 
female 10-16, 1 female over He receive’ a 
sion for service in the American Kevolution (Pension 
Record S-180h9, National Archives, Washington, D.C.). 

Isaac, b. ca. 1761 or a bit later, d. after 1810. He 
m. at Norwalk, 16 Dec. 178, Betsey Selleck. There 
is no record of his service in the American Kevolu- 
tion. In the Census of 1790, he was listed at Nor- 
walk with a family of 1 male over 16, 2 males under 
16, 3 females. He was "of Norwalk" when he received 
land from his father, 30 Dec. 1794, and joined his 
brothers in the lease to his father, 29 Jan. 1795. 

He was still of Norwalk in the Census of 1809, when 
he had a family of 2 males under 10, 1 male 10-16, 
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1 male 26-5, 1 female under 10, 2 females 10-16, 1 
female 26-);5. He was also of Norwalk when his bro- 
ther Moses quitclaimed to Isaac and his brothers on 
19 June 1802. In the Census of 1810, he was listed 
at Wilton, with 1 male under 10, 2 males 10-16, 1 
male over 5, 2 females under 10, 2 females 16-26, 
1 female over 5. Partial list of children, record- 
ed at Norwalk:

It is evident from the Census records that there 
were more children. 


Ichabod+ Grummon (Joseph, John®, John!) was 
born about 1/23, presumably in the settlement of Lyons 
Farms within the bounds of Newark, N.J. He died at Ly- 
ons Farms, probably 16 Dec. 1787, but possibly 16 Dec. 
1788, and was buried with his wife, daughter and mother 
in the First Presbyterian Churchyard, Elizabeth, N.J. 
The "Record Book of the Sextons of the First Presbyter- 
ian Church of Elizabethtown...," [New Eng. Hist. and 
Gen. Register, vols. 44 and 45] was arranged chronolog- 
ically. Therein appear the following references to the 
Grummon family:

On the other hand, William Wheeler Ogden, Inscriptions 
from Tombstones...at Elizabeth, N.J. (1892), #519 and 
520, gives these epitaphs, both of which evidently con- 
tain errors: 


Ichabod Grummon, died Dec. 16, 1788, in the 65th year of his age. 
Bethiah wife of Ichabod Grommon, died July 10, 1766, aged 53 years. 


If the epitaphs (as printed) were to be believed, 
Ichabod would have died a whole year (minus one day) 
after he was buried, and Bethia a week after she was 
buried. ‘ince the "Record Book" is presumably right 
and the epitaphs wrong, we conclude that Ichabod prob- 
ably died 16 bec. 1787 and was buried the following day 
in his 65th year, which puts his birth in 1723; while 
Bethia presumably died 1 (not 10) July 1766, and was 
buried 3 July, aged 53, which places her birth about 
1713, ten years before her husband. 

Ichabod Grummon married, about 1743, Bethia3 (Lyon) 
(Winans) Foster, daughter of Capt. Ebenezer< (Henry+) 
Lyon of Lyons Farms, by his wife Elizabeth@ Winans, 
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and widow, first. of John3 Winans (b. 1708, d. 22 May 
1733 aged 25, son of Jacob© and grandson of Johnl wi- 
nans, all of Elizabethtown, N.J.), and widow, secondly, 
of Joseph Foster (who d. 18 Aug. 1742) of Newark, weav- 
er, son of Nathan and Mary_(Lyon) Foster of Newark, and 
grandson of Joseph@ (Henry!) Lyon of Lyons Farms. These 
intricate relationships to the Lyons family appear in 
Sidney Elizabeth Lyon, The Lyon Memorial, vol. 2 (1907), 
89, 96-97, 113. Bethia, as we have seen, was born near 
1713 and died 1 July 1766, aged 53. Her second hus- 
band, Joseph Foster, made his will 4 June 1739, and it 
was witnessed by Nehemiah+ Grumman (No. 10 above) be- 
fore his departure for Connecticut [N.J. Archives, 
Wills, 2:185]. 

Ichabod Grummon was a blacksmith, and owned a house 
lot a quarter of a mile south of the bridge in Lyons 
Farms; the modern extension of Broad Street now passes 
‘through it. He signed the answer to a Bill in Chancery 
in 1750. On17 Feb. 1761, he was fellow-bondsman in 
the administration of the estate of Nathaniel Lyon of 
Newark [N.J. Archives, Wills, 4:264]. He was appointed 
executor in the codicil to the will of Phebe Wood of 
Lyons Farms, dated 6 Dec. 1773 [ibid., 6:454]. Icha- 
bod "Gruman" was one of the witnesses to the will of 
his brother Justus Grummon's stepson Samuel Curry, dat- 
ed 22 Jan. 17386, but he was not a witness to the codi- 
cil thereof [ibid., 7:61]. 

The Scotch Plains Baptist Church records show a res- 
olution passed 29 Jan. 1766, as follows: "That there 
shall be a Trial in order to build a Meeting House at 
LionsFarms and our Brethren Ezekiel Crane, Ichabod Gru- 
man, and Justus Gruman shal, after Trial, do as they 
shal think best." This proves that Ichabod and Justus 
Grummon were Baptists. Why, then, were Ichabod and his 
family buried in the Presbyterian churchyard at Eliza- 
beth? Mr. C. C. Gardner thinks it may have been be- 
cause Ichabod's father, Joseph3 Grumman, was previously 
buried there in an unmarked grave. 

Bethia (Lyons)(Winans)(Foster) Grummon had by her 
first husband a daughter Bethia Winans, born in 1733; 
by her second husband she had two sons, Joseph Foster, 
pe 1740, and Jacob Foster, born 1743 (Lyon Memorial, 
2:90-97/5. 

Chilcren of Ichabod4 and Bethia Grummon, probably 
born at Lyons Farms:

Bartlett said she was a daughter of Ichabod 
Grummon, Jr., and Hannah Bruen, which is obviously 
wrong.

Marsh's Troop, 
Essex Co., N.J., Light Horse, in the American Revolu- 
tion; later was a U.S. Government mail contractor. 
Six children: Isaac°, Marv, Abigail, Sarah, William, 
Phebe (Lyon Memorial, 2:113; Stryker, Official Regis-

iv. Aaron, b. ca. 17573 b- at Lyons Farms 20 Aug. 1801; m. 
his cousin Abigail? Lyon, b. at Lyons Farms 1760, 4 
there l, Sept. 1828, daughter of Moses (Benjamin 3 
Benjamin¢, Henry!) and Mary (Harris) Lyon of Lyons 
Farms. Aaron and Abigail (Lyon) Grummon are buried 
in the Baptist churchyard at Lyons Farms. They had 
no issue. Aaron's will, dated 31 Oct. 1799, proved 
10 Sept. 1801, named wife Abby, nephew Dodd Grummon, 
niece Abigail Grummon (N.J. Archives, Wills, 10:186). 
Abigail's will, dated and proved in 1828, contained 
many bequests to her brothers, sisters, nephews and 
nieces (Lyon Memorial, 2:131). 


12. Samuel4 Grumman (Samuel3, John©, John!) was 
born at Norwalk, Conn., 8 May 1725. He died at Norwalk 
11 Jan. 1804, "in the 79th year of his age," and was 
buried in Town House Hill Cemetery, Norwalk [g.s.j. He 
married at Norwalk, 2 Dec. 1750, Elizabeth4 Keeler, 
born at Norwalk 20 Apr. 1722, died there 15 Sept. 1795, 
"aged 73," and was buried with her husband [g.s.]. She 
was a daughter of Capt Samuel3 (Samuel@, Ralph!) and 
Sarah (Betts) Keeler of Norwalk, and a sister of Mat- 
thew Keeler who married her husband's sister Sarah4+ 
Grumman [see above}. 

The will of Samuel3 Grumman, dated and proved in 
1747, benefited his elder son Samuel4, who received 
therein the "Gregory Lot" as well as a share of the 
residue double the size of his sisters' shares. The 
younger Samuel was also appointed an executor of his 
father's will. Samuel+ Grumman became a prominent cite 
izen of Norwalk; he was for many years Town Clerk and 
Register of Deeds in the town, and often served as ad- 
ministrator of intestate estates. He was a member of a 
committee to establish a post-office in Norwalk in 1775. 
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During the Revolutionary War, he suffered from loss- 
es in the British raids [his losses were put at £30.8.6 
in May 1792. Public Records of the State of Conn., 7: 
454). In 1781 and 1782 he was appointed administrator 
of confiscated Tory estates. He also served as arbitra 
tor in the Lockwood-Wentworth controversy (Conn. Arch- 
ives, Revolutionary War, vols. 6, 19, 23, 24, 29, 34; 
36, 37, State Library]. There was a Samuel "Grummurs" 
listed as Private, Capt. Jabez Gregory's Co., Yth Regi- 
ment, Conn. Militia, who served 2 months and O days and 
was discharged 29 Dec. 17/7 (Conn. Men in the Hevolu- 
tion.., p. 486]; it is thought that this was Samuel4 
Grumman, even though he was 52 years old in the fall of 
1777, rather aged for a Private, and he was important 
enough to rate a commission. Capt. Jabez Gregory and 
all members of the Company were Norwalk men. Samuel 
Grumman's surviving son Samuel? was only 13 in the fall 
of 1777, making it very unlikely if not impossible that 
it was he who served. 

In the Census of 1790, Samuel+4 Grumman was strangely 
not listed, though his son Samuel "Grummon," Jr., was 
listed with a large household, and it is probable that 
the two families were living together. Samuel Grumman 
was co-executor of the will of his brother-in-law David 
Comstock in 1784. He divided land belonging to his fa- 
ther's estate with his brother Thomas on 7 Oct. 1786 
[Norwalk Deeds, 16:494]. On 6 May 1800, Thomas Belden 
and Samuel Grumman, both of Norwalk, conveyed to [his 
sister] Mary Grumman of Norwalk, for £20, all their 
claim to 4 acres of land on Dryhill in Norwalk, bounded 
by Thaddeus Betts and the highway; witnessed by John 
Belden, Buckingham Lockwood; recorded 15 Feb. 1802 [ib- 
id., 20:493]. In the Census of 1800, Samuel "Grummon™ 
was listed at Norwalk, witha family of 1 male 10-16, 1 
male over 45, 1 female 16-26, 2 females 26-45; it is 
evident that Samuel Edwin? Grumman was living with his 
grandfather and aunts at this time.

In the 
Census of 1810, Sarah "Grummand™ was living at Nor- 
walk with a household of 1 female over 5, 1 other 
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free person. 

6 Oct. 1757; d. unmarried at Nor- 
walk 25 Oct. 1839, "aged 82 vears 19 days," bur. Town 
House Hill Cemetery, Norwalk (g.s.). 

iii. Samuel, b. 21 Mar. 1761, listed as "eldest son" of his 
parents in the Norwalk Vital Records; d. at Norwalk 
1 June 1761; bur. Town House Hill Cemetery (g.s.). 

iv. Samuel, b. 23 Aug. 176, listed as "second son" of his 
Parents in the Norwalk Vital Records. He was drowned 
in Long Island Sound, "near the Long Island shore," 
15 June 1791. "Samuel Grummon, Jr.," was listed in 
the Census of 1790 as an inhabitant of Norwalk, with 
a household of 5 males over 16, 2 males under 16, 1 
female. This enumeration must be wrong, for even 
suoposing his and his father's family were living to- 
gether, it does not agree with the known facts. Sam- 
uel?

In Jan. 1778, Jeremiah 
Grumman of Norwalk petitioned for relief from prosecu- 
tion as a deserter |Conn. Military Records, X, l3c, 
State Library, Hartford]. He was eviaently forgiven, 
for in May 1783 he was appointed by the Conn. Assembly 
to be Ensign of the 7th Company, 9th Regt. of Militia, 
and in May 1784 he was made Lieutenant of the same Com- 
pany [Public Hecords of the State of Conn., 5:133, 394).

On 7 Nov. 1799, Jeremiah Grumman of Norwalk 
conveyed to his son Lewis Grumman of Norwalk, for £15, 
a parcel of land in Norwalk; witnesses were Buckingham 
Lockwood, Eliphatt Lockwood; recorded 17 Jan. 1800 
[Norwalk Deeds, 19:178]. He was administrator of the 
estate of his father, 1 May 1797, and on 16 Mar. 1301 
he served as bondsman on the estate of his eldest son 
Lewis Grummen [infra].

Grumman (Nehemiah+, Joseph, John“, 
Johnt), born at Norwalk 17 Nov. 1757, living at Wilton 
at the time of the Census of 1810, date of ceath not 
ascertained. He married first, at Norwalk, 9 Dec.1779, 
Hannah Finch, who died at Norwalk 9 Apr. 1/97, daughter 
of Dan Finch of Norwalk, whose will, dated 29 Mar. 1799 
(The American Genealogist, supra, 19:120] mentioned the 
testator's grandchildren, Anne, Hannah, and Aaron Grum- 
man, children of deceased daughter Hannah Grumman. Mo- 
ses Grumman married second, before the end of 1797, 
Dorothy ————, who died at Wilton, 13 July 1850, with- 
out issue. 

Moses Grumman enlisted, 8 May 1775, as Private, 
Capt. Matthew Mead's Co., Col. David Waterbury's Rert., 
Conn. Continental Line, and was discharged 13 Dec.1775. 
He enlisted again, with his brothers Jeremiah and Aaron, 
as Private, Capt. Nathan Gilbert's Co., Lt. Col. J. 
Baldwin's Regt.,,.Conn. Militia, which marched on 5 Oct. 
to Fishkill for the relief of the Continental Army. 
Moses lasted a bit longer than his brothers; he desert- 
ed 12 Oct. 1777, five days after they had done the 
same [Connecticut Men in the Revolution, 6/, 522). Like 
his brothers, he petitioned in Jan. 1//8 for relief 
trom prosecution as a deserter. 

At the time of the Census of 1730, he was living in

On 19 June 1802, Moses and Dor- 
othy Grumman, of Norwalk, sola 9 acres for 4180 to his 
brother John Grumman. Dorothy signed as "Dolly" Grum- 
man, and witnesses were Nathan Odell, Josiah Gregory; 
recorded 19 June 1802 [ibid., 20:261,. In the Census 
of 1800, Moses Grumman Was listed in Norwalk with l 
male 26-45, 1 female under 10, 2 females 16-26, 1 fe- 
male 26-45. In the Census of 1810, he was in Wilton, 
with 1 male over 45, 1 female over 45.

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THE FAMILY OF REV. JOHAN WiLHELM ROAS

Johan Wilhelm Boas (or Boos as it sometimes appears) 
was born the 8th, baptized the 13th September 1740 at 
Otterberg, near Kaiserlautern, in the Palatinate, son 
of Philip Jacob Boas, a parochial school teacher, and 
Anna Maria Fromme, his wife. He studied theology and 
applied for service as a Reformed Church minister for 
America, but failed successively three sets of examina- 
tions at Utrecht: 1768, 1769, and 1770. He finally 
came to America at his own expense, vty way of New York, 
probably in the summer of 1770. First assigned as a 
supply to the Maxatawny Congregation (Berks County, 
Pennsylvania) that year, hewas sent in 1/72 to Heidel- 
berg in Lower Heidelberg Twp., also calied Cacusi, and 
served there until 1789, baptizing 634 children between 
1771 and 1/89, though strangely he never recorded the 
baptisms of his own children. 

The charge of Bern was added in 1/84, ana at this 
time he became a permanent resident of Reading, purchas- 
ing the southwest corner of Jth and Penn Streets. From 
1789 to 1792 he resided in Reading, 1792 to 1805 at Ca- 
cusi. He died at Reading on 28 Nov. 1814 aged 74. The 
Rev. Mr. Hinke says that he is buried in the Charles 
Evans Cemetery. This is probably correct, since all 
interments in the old Reformed Church graveyard were 
moved there about 1860, but the Cemetery has no record 
of him, nor is any of the old Reformed Church stones 
that remain readable his. (The Evans Cemetery was not 
inexistence until 35 years after he died.) 

Mr. Boas married Anna Barbara Epler, of Bern Twp., 
and had eight children that are known. At "Kpler's 
Church," Bern Twp., on 15 Sept. 1/86, he preached the 
funeral sermon for the well-known Kev. John Waldschmidt.

Se Daniel- Boas, a hatter, born 10 Mar. 1791, died 
in Reading, Pa., according to his tombstone in the 
Charles Evans Cemetery, 11 Jan. 1859, aged 67 years 10 
months 1 day. ‘The cemetery records show that he was 
buried 17 Jan. 1859. He married 19 May 1811 |[Recs. of 
Reformed Church of Reading), Catharine Gutmann; born 
26 Aug. 1792, died 19 Dec. 1850, aged 58 years 3 months 
20 days, according to her stone, which calls her daugh- 
ter of John Gocaman. ‘The cemetery record calls her 
Kate and says she was buried on 13 Dec., aged 58 years 
3 months (no mention of days). 

With his wife, he apparently deserted his father's 
church for the trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
where we find the baptism of his son Johan Wilhelm, 
with his brother John Boas and Catharina Boas as spon- 
sors. This Catharina is a mystery unless she was the 
mother of the child, but these records usually add the 
words "the child's mother" in such cases and they do 
not appear in this entry. No other children are seen, 
though it may be that some of the other Boas graves 
nearby belong to his children.

Barbara was sponsor to two baptisms here before her 
marriage, one in 1791, one in 1800, and the marriage of 
his daughter Elizabeth is also recorded here.

Another family of Boas which may or may not be re- 
lated to the above is found in that part of Philadel- 
phia County which became Montgomery County at about the 
same time as Johan Wilhelm appears in Berks County. 

The family head is apparently Mathias Boas or Boaz, who 
first purchased in Gwynedd 24 Dec. 1781 [Montgomery 
beeds, 17:281]. In the 1790 Census his household con- 
tained 1 male over 16, 4 males under 16, and 4 females. 
A Jacob Boas also appears there with 1 male over 16, 2 
males under 16, and 2 females. Both were taxed in that 
township as early as 1779, Mathias 4 shillinzs and Ja- 
cob 1 shilling; then later that year, Mathias £1, Jacob 
5s. By 1783 Jacob is in Whitpain Twp, but Mathias re- 
mained in Gwynedd. 

Mathias's wife was Magdalen, daughter of George Leh- 
man of Noriton Twp., who named her in his will 21 Apr. 
1810 and mede Mathias executor. (It is, of course, 
possible that this is the wife of Mathias, Jr., though 
not likely.) when Mathias made his will 17 Jan. (prov- 
ed 15 Feb.) 1823, he had a second wife Catharine, but 
his children—Catharine, Jacob, Margaret, Mathias, Con- 
rad, John, Mary, Phebe, and Samuel—were probably by 
his first wife.

THE SILAS RICHMONDS OF LITCHFIELD AND GOSHEN 


Prepared by Donald Lines Jacobus, F.A.S.G., 
for Mr. Roy H. Elliott of Oakland, California 


Samuel Richmond of Taunton, Mass., a great-grandson 
of Thomas Rogers of the Mayflower, born 23 Sept. 1668, 
died between 11 and 30 June 1730, in his will named his 
[second] wife Elizabeth, sons Samuel, Oliver, Thomas, 
and Silas, daughters Hannah Booth, Lydia Thomas, and 
Mehitable Horton, also a "cousin" Joseph Richmond |The 
Mayflower Descendant, 21:44-46). 

The birth record of the son Silas is not found, but 
it is accepted that he was the Silas Richmond who set- 
tled in Litchfield, Conn., where his marriage on 19 
Dec. 1733 to Hannah Emmons, and the births of children 
to them in 1734 and 1736 are recorded. He first bought 
lance there 20 June 1738, three acres which he sold 24 
Jan. 1740/1; he next bought 20 1/4 acres, for £/0, on 
21 Sept. 1742, built on it, and sold it with a house 
for £400 on 5 Nov. 1750 [Litchfield Deeds, 3:86, 232; 
43:3, 370). Other children, who must have been born in 
Litchfield, are not recorded. 

He moved to Goshen, Conn., where he bought from 
James Pennock on 30 Nov. 1750, then described as Silas 
Richmond of Litchfield. Of Goshen, he conveyed 30 Aug. 
1754 for love to his son Ephraim Richmond. Silas and 
Ephraim Richmond of Goshen exchanged land with each 
other, 15 Feb. 1755. On 21 Mar. 1/61, Silas Richmond 
of Litchfield conveyed for love to his son Ephraim Rich- 
mond of New Milford, this deed beinz witnessed by a 
Silas Richmond, who must have been a son, Silas jr.; and 
Ephraim of New Milford conveyed 2 June 1761 to Silas 
Richmona of Goshen. ‘This must have been Ephraim's 
brother Silas, because the father was "of Litchfield" 
over two months earlier, and the younger Silas, being 
the only one of the name left in Goshen, aid not need 
to be described as "junior." Finally, on 8 Mar. 1762, 
Silas Richmond "of Litchfield" sold to Noah Bishop of 
Litchfield the land "I purchased of James Pennock" with 
a dwelling house. |Goshen Deeds, 3:103, 240, 274, 251; 
4399, 111; 6:177.] 

It thus appears that Silas lived in Litchfield at 
least from 1738 to 1750, and in Goshen from 1750 to 
1755 or later, and that he was again of Litchfield in 
1761 and 1762. He did not buy land again in Litchfield 
but apparently was still there in 1764 when Sarah Rich- 
mond, presumably his daughter, was called "of Litch- 
field" in the New Milfora record of her marriage. Eph- 
raim Richmond had two children recorded in Goshen, 1756 
and 1758; as we have seen, he was of New Milford by 
1761 and he had his marriage and the births of his 


il 
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eleven children recorded there, including the two actu- 
ally born in Goshen, whose birth records are thus du- 
plicated. We find also in New Milford the record of 
death of Silas Kichmond, described as "father of Eph- 
raim," on 21 Feb. 1784. He had probably been renting 
in Litchfield and possibly not doing well financially, 
and at some date after 1764, perhaps not long after, 
his children all being married, came to New Milford to 
live with his eldest son Ephraim, and there ended his 
days. 

The known and presumed children of Silas Richmond 
and Hannah Emmons, married 19 Dec. 1/33, we place as 
follows: 


i. Ephraim, b. 15 June 173k; m. at New Milford, 2 Dec. 
1754, Martha Seelye; had 11 children. He had land 
in Goshen from his father in 175; bought in New Mil- 
ford Dec. 1759; and was of New Milford 2 June 1761 
when he conveyed the Goshen land to a Silas Richmond, 
doubtless his brother. 

Phebe, b. 29 Oct. 1736. 

Silas, b. (say 1738); see below for his history. 

Samuel, b. (say 1740); was "of Goshen, deceased," 12 
May 1778 when Barnabas Richmond was made guardian of 
Samuel's son Isaac, aged 1k (Litchfield Probate, File 
4911). Wife unknown; only child found: Isaac, b. 
ca. 176). 

Sarah, b. (say 1744); m. as "of Litchfield," but re- 
corded at New Milford, h Oct. 176, Jonathan Pierce, 
jr. They had children recorded in New Milford, 
of whom the eldest was named Silas. 

Barnabas, b. (say 176): m. Lucia Hurlbut. On 20 Mar. 
1777, Silas Richmond of Goshen, for £130, conveyed 
47 acres to Parnabas Richmond of Goshen (Goshen Deeds 
6:16). On 19 Mar. 1777, Barnabas Richmond and wife 
Lucia, with Gideon Hurlbutt and David Hurlbutt, gave 
a deed as heirs of Jeremiah Hurlbutt of Goshen dec'd 
who left a widow Hannah (ibid., 6:45). On 12 Apr. 
1783, Barnabas Richmond, late of Goshen, now of 
Poultney, Rutlami Co., Vt., for 4210, sold to Silas 
Richmond of Goshen, 7 acres with buildings (ibid., 
7:9). 

vii. Hannah, b. (say 1748); m. at Goshen, 20 Dec. 1768, 
John Gould. His last deed in Goshen was a mortgage 
of his homestead on 11 Apr. 1780 (ibid., 8:250). 


Silas Richmond, jr., born perhaps 1738, lived at 
Goshen until 1799, then removed to Alford, Mass., where 
he died 18 Sept. 1810. We expect to show that he mar- 
ried first, at Goshen, 29 Mar. 1762, Hannah (Wadhams) 
Tuttle, born at Wethersfield, Conn., 24 Auz. 1721, died 
at Goshen 5 Mar. 1799 (gravestone, not quite in agree- 
ment with birth record, as it calls her aged 76), wid- 
ow Of Timothy Tuttle, a woman seventeen years his sen- 
jor and already the mother of eleven ‘Tuttle children; 
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married second, probably about 1800, Sarah (Potter) 
Luddington, born about 1761-2, divorced wife of Elipha- 
let Luddington. 

The will of Silas Richmond of Alford, filed 1 Oct. 
1810, named wife Sarah, daughter Sina Richmond, grand- 
son Silas Richmond Demming, son of deceased daughter 
Sarah Demming, and granddaughter Hannah Demming [letter 
from Helen S. Purnell, Assistant Recister, Berkshire 
County Court of Probate]. This proves that Silas was 
father of Sarah Richmond who married at Goshen, 19 Dec. 
1782, Jonathan Deming. 

The Deming Genealogy makes Sarah daughter of Silas 
Richmond by "Sarah Luddington," which is quite impossi- 
ble. The Richmond Genealogy knows of Sarah (Potter) 
Luddington as the only named wife of Silas. The May- 
flower Index {1:608] shows a line through Silas Rich- 
mond and Hannah Emmons; their son Silas Richmond and 
Sarah (Potter) Luddington; and (p.60/) the latter's 
daughter Lucina Richmond and Elisha Bassett. The last 
statement appears to be quite correct, as Lucina is 
doubtless the child "Sina" named in the will of Silas, 
and she would be a child by the second wife. 

Hannah Wadhams, daughter of Noah and Ann (Hurlbut) 
Wadhams, was born at Wethersfield [V.R. 1:84] 24 Aug. 
1721. Noah Wadhams and his family moved to Goshen, 
where on 27 Jan. 1742/3 Hannah Wadhams married Timothy 
Tuttle [Goshen V.R. 1:255). ‘They had eleven recorded 
children, born 1743-1760. Timothy Tuttle died 23 Oct. 
1/60. ‘The distribution of his estate names his widow 
Hannah and the nine surviving children, Amos, Elisha, 
Ichabod, Noah, Timothy, Mary, Thankfull, Hannah, and 
Lois [Litchfield Probate, File 5991]. On 29 Mar. 1762, 
Hannah Tuttle married Silas Richmond. 

Hannah's father Noah Wadhams lived to a great age. 
His will [Litchfield Probate, File 6085], dated 10 Feb. 
1776, proved 6 May 1783, named among other children, 
"Hannah the wife of Silas Richmond and her Children." 
The identity of the first wife of Silas Richmond is 
thus positively proved. By her he had children: 


i. A son, no name stated, b. 3 Oct. 1762; evidently d.y. 
ii. Sarah, b. 27 June 1765; birth not found in Goshen rec- 
ords but given in Deming Genealogy, probably froma 
family source; m. at Coenen 19 Dec. 1782, Jonathan 
Deming, b. at Goshen 21 Nov. 1756, d. at Castleton, 
Vt., 16 Apr. 1836. Four children. Sarah seems to 
have d. 1788, as the other ten children are attrib- 
uted to Jonathan's second wife, Jane Kelsev, and the 
first of these children was born 1789. 
iii. Silas, b. 15 Dec. 1768; d. Sept. 1777 ae. 9 (g.s.). 


Hannah wife of Silas Richmond died 5 Mar. 1799 aged 
76 according to her stone which stands by that of her 
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boy Silas who died in childhood (above), and also by 
that of her second Tuttle son, Elisha Tuttle who died 
28 July 1825 aged 79. 

Silas Richmond's deeds in Goshen are too numerous to 
cite in full. On 15 May 1783, Silas Richmond and wife 
Hannah, Wait Hinman and wife Mary, all of Goshen, and 
Elizabeth Beach of Litchfield, for love and goodwill, 
conveyed to their sister Ann wife of John Hoy of Goshen, 
all right to 13 acres bounded west on land or Ens. Jon- 
athan Wadhams [10:/4]. This was nine days after Noah 
Wadhams! will was proved, and pertained to the inheri- 
tance of the Wadham daughters. Silas had many deeds 
with his Tuttle stepchildren, of which the following 
are illustrative. On 23 Aug. 1780, Timothy Tuttle of 
Canaan, Conn., sola to Silas Richmond of Goshen a right 
from father Timothy Tuttle set out "to my hon® Mother 
Hannah the wife of sd Silas" [6:284)j. On 8 May 1789 
Silas Richmond and Elisha Tuttle maxe an agreement: 
"Whereas Timo Tuttel Late of Goshen by will gave to 
his wife Hannah now the wife of sd Silas use of land 
as her dower" etc. [8:302]. 

On 18 Aug. 1783, Silas Richmond conveyed 47 acres, 
for £500, to Jonathan Deming [7:38). Deming mace sales 
His last deed was on 26 Mar. 1792, to Silas Richmond, 
for £/0, of 28 acres with buildings [9:150)j. It will 
be seen that Richmond put land in Deming's name less 
than a year after Deming married his daughter and only 
surviving child. The daughter had died and Deming mar- 
ried again, and probably he was about to remove when 
he conveyed back to Richmond what remained of the home- 
stead. 

On 9 Aug. 17/99, Silas Richmond of Goshen, for 42500, 
sold to Daniel F. Raymond of Montville, Conn., 126 a- 
eres in five pieces, one with a dwelling house ([(10:179]. 
This was five months after the death of his wife. In 
April 1800 two conveyances from Tuttle heirs were given 
to Silas Richmond of Alford, Berkshire Co., Mass. [|10: 
ll, 12). These were evidently to clear title to some 
of the land he had already sold, as there are no fur- 
ther sales by Richmond. ; 

Silas was probably about 61 when he lost his elderly 
wife and left Goshen, and he presumably married again 
soon after. Eliphalet Luddington, born about 17506, 
died at Bethlehem, Conn., y Oct. 1833 ased 34, married 
at bast Haven, Conn., 9 June 1/77/, Sarah Fotter, eldest 
child of Capt. Israel and Mary (Lawson) Fotter who were 
married 4 Feb. 1761, so she was born probably 1761-2. 
The family moved to Litchfield about 173V. Luddington 
divorced her for adultery in 1/786, but Richmond was not 
the man named in the action as co-respondent. kKichmond 
could not have married her until after 1799, and by her 
he had one child, Lucina (called Sina in his will). 


“PUZZLES WE WISH SOMEBODY WOULD SOLVE 
I. MARIE CATHERINE FRANGOLSE BROWN,

Some years ago there was reprinted in The American 
Genealogist (supra, vol. 15, p. 192) a delightful poem, 
entitled "Smith and Jones and Brown," by an anonymous 
poet. The first stanza is so appropriate that it must 
be repeated here: 


I've pointed 'em in Savage, I've run ‘em down in Burke, 
Through Hotten's lists and others I've warmed unto the work, 
lill now I've got ‘em sorted and set out row by row, 

Two, four and eight, and so on, as far as they will go. 

As they lie spread before me my pride is taken down 

By an over great proportion of Smith and Jones and Brown, 


All of us who have traced our ancestry have found a 
plethora of common names, so it may do us good to re- 
member that even so glamorous an historical figure as 
the Empress Josephine, first wife of the Emperor Napo- 
leon I, had a grandmother whose maiden name was Brown. 
Through the marriages of Josephine's two children (by 
her first husband, Aléxandre, Vicomte de Beauharnais), 
the blood of this Brown ancestress has flowed and still 
flows in the veins of a number of past and present Eu- 
ropean sovereigns and notables. These include Joseph- 
ine's aforementioned two children, Eugéne de Beauhar- 
nais, Viceroy of Italy and later Duke of Leuchtenberg, 
and Hortense de Beauharnais, Queen of Holland; and her 
grandchildren, among whom were Queen Josephine (wife of 
Oscar I, King of Sweden and Norway), Auguste, Duke of 
Leuchtenberg (first husband of Queen Maria [I of Por- 
tugal), Empress Amalia (second wife of Emperor Dom Pe- 
dro I of Brazil), and that extraordinary individual 
Louis Napoleon Bonaparte (later Napoleon III, Emperor of 
the French). Among the later descenaants of the Em- 
press Josephine, all of whom shared the Brown ancestry, 
were iiings Charles XV, Oscar Il, Gustaf V and Gustav VI 
of Sweden, Queen Louise (wife of king Frederick VIII of 
Denmark), Kings Christian X and Freaerick IX of Denmark 
and the latter's wife, Queen Ingrid; King Haakon VII of 
Norway, his son and daughter-in-law, Crown Prince Olaf 
and the late Crown Princess Martha of Norway; the 
beautiful Queen Astrid, first wife of Leopold III, for- 
mer King of the Belgians; her son, Baudouin I, present 
King of the Belgians; Prince Max of Baden, the last 
Chancellor of imperial Germany in 1918; the Russian 
Princes Romanowsky and Dukes of Leuchtenberg (some of 
whom now live in Canada); and a host of other interest- 
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ing personages. 

Marie Catherine Francoise Brown, grandmother of the 
Empress Josephine and ancestress of all the foregoing 
people, was born about 1710-1714, probably in the West 
Indies and possibly on the island of Martinique. She 
was married on Martinique, 4 July 1729, to Joseph Fran- 
¢ois Desvergers de Sannois, who was baptized at Trois 
Ilets, Martinique, 21 Jan. 1705 (N.S.), and is said to 
have died in Martinique in 1767. Marie Catherine Fran- 
cgoise (Brown) Desvergers de Sannois survived her hus- 
band and is said to have died in Martinique in 1784 
[Stephan Kekule von Stradonitz, Ahnentafel Atlas der 
Regenten Europas und ihrer Gemahlinnen, Berlin, 1598- 
150, Tafel oar A pedigree of the family of Desver- 
gers de Sannois (who bore arms "d'tazur & une bande 
d'or") is in Chaix d'Est-Ange, Dictionnaire des famil- 
les francaises, vol. 14, pp. 26-7. The descent is es- 
tablished from Florimona des Vergers, chevalier, seign- 
eur de Sannois, d'Auroy et d'Annet, who married by Con- 
tract dated 6 May 1592 Charlotte de Longvilliers de 
Poincy. Their son Francois des Vergers married 6 July 
1623 Marguerite Delaporte. Their son Dominique (born 
1631) called himself Desvergers de Sannois, and emigrat- 
ed to the island of St. Christophe in the West Indies, 
where he married Catherine Lafond. Their son Jean 
moved to Martinique, and married there Louise Elisabeth 
Duval. Their son Joseph (whose noble rank was recog- 
nized 9 July 1710) was the father of Joseph Frangois 
Desvergers de Sannois, husband of Marie Catherine Fran- 
¢goise Brown. 

The last-named couple had two children, a son Jean 
Joseph, and a daughter Rose Claire. The latter, born 
at Trois Ilets, Martinique, 27 Aug. 1736, died there 
2 June or 2 July 1807, having married 9 Nov. 1761 Jo- 
seph Gaspard de Tascher de la Pagerie, who was born at 
Carbet, Martinique, 5 July 1735, and died at Trois I1l- 
ets 7 Nov. 1790 or 6 Nov. 1791 (the conflicting dates 
are taken from Kekule, op. cit., Tafel 71, and Vicomte 
A. Révérend, Titres...de la restauration, 1814-1830, 
vol. 6, p. 319. 

Joseph Gaspard and Rose Claire (Desvergers de San- 
nois) de Tascher de la Pagerie had three daughters, all 
born at Trois Ilets, Martinique: (1) Marie Rose Joséphe, 
later called Josephine (b. 23 June 1763); (2) Catherine 
Désirée (b. 11 Dec. 1764, d. 16 Dec. 1767); (3) Marie 
Frangoise (b. 3 Sept. 1767, d. unmarried 15 Nov. 1791). 
The eldest of these girls was to become the famous Em- 
press Josephine. She was sent to France to be educated, 
and she married first, at Noisy-le-Grand near Paris, 13 
Dec. 1779, Aléxandre Francois Marie, Vicomte de Beau- 
harnais, who was born at Fort Royal, Martinique, 28 Mar. 
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or 28 May 1760, and was guillotined at Paris 23 July 
1794- Josephine married, secondly, at Paris, by civil 
ceremony only, 9 Mar. 1796, General Napoleon Bonaparte, 
who was born at Ajaccio, Corsica, 15 Aug. 1769, became 
First Consul of France 9 Nov. 1799, and Consul for Life 
29 July 1802. He was proclaimed Emperor of the French 
18 May 1804, and she was married to him again by relig- 
ious ceremony on 1 Dec. 1804, just before the corona- 
tion ceremony of 2 Dec. 1804, in which Napoleon crowned 
himself and then crowned Josephine as Emperor and Em- 
press oi the French. Their divorce took place 15 Dec. 
1809, and Josephine was granted the title of Duchesse 
de Navarre 9 Apr. 1810. She lived in retirement from 
this time on in the chateau of La Malmaison near Paris, 
and she died there 29 May 1814, while her famous hus- 
band was in his temporary exile on the island of Elba. 
As we all know, he proclaimed himself Emperor again 12 
Mar. 1815, finally abdicated 22 June 1815, and died in 
no ta on the estate of Longwood, St. Helena, 5 May 
1521. 

The question of the parentage of Marie Catherine 
Frangoise Brown is the one we should like to see solved. 
There were f amilies named Brown or Browne settled on 
the islands of Antigua and Nevis. A good pedigree of 
the former is in Caribbeana, vol. 5, pp. 58-61, and of 
the latter in the same journal, vol. 1, p. 35. There 
is, moreover, a will of one Samuel Browne of Nevis, 
merchant, dated 3 Aug. 1/12, in Caribbeana, vol. 6, pp. 
13-14. In none of the references given to the Brown 
family of the British West Indies, however, does one 
find a hint of any French intermarriage, and we assume 
from the Christian names of Marie Catherine Francoise 
Brown that her mother was French. But in the fine book 
by Abby Isabel Bulkley, he Chad Browne Memorial (Br ook- 
lyn, N.Y., 1888), we find an extraordinary number of 
mariners and sea-captains who sailed from Providence 
and other Rhode Island ports to the West Indies, and 
some of them appear to have been so attracted by the 
languorous charm of the islands and the fortunes to be 
made in sugar and rum that they settled there perma- 
nently. it would be splendid if it could be ascertain- 
ed that the Empress Josephine had Rhode Island ances- 
tors through her Brown grandmother; so we feel no hesi- 
tation in urging some of our readers to escape the 
North American winters, journey to the romantic and 
beautiful island of Martinique either by ship or by 
air, search the registres de l'état civil in Martinique 
and the parish registers of Trois llets in that island, 
and see if any connection can be established between 
the seafaring Yankee Browns of Rhode Island and Marie 
Catherine Frangoise Brown, grandmother of the Empress 
Josephine. 


DESCENT FROM HAROLD GODWINSON 


In his interesting paper upon Harold Godwinson and 
his descendants (supra, pp. 87-94), Mr. Rubincam traces 
a descent from Harold through Andrew iI of Hungary 
(1170-1235) and his first wife, Gertrude of Meran, to 
queen Philippa, wife of King Edward III. 

It may be of some interest that Edward III also had 
a descent from Harold through Andrew iI of Hungary and 
his second wife, Yolande, daughter of Peter de Courte- 
nay, Emperor of the East. Their daughter, Yolande, who 
married in 1235 James "the Conqueror," King of Aragon, 
was the mother of Isabel of Aragon, who married in 1262 
as his first wife, Philip III "le Hardi," King of 
France. Their son was King Philip IV of France, who 
married Jeanne of Navarre and had Isabel "La Belle," 
wife of Edward Ii and mother of Edward III. 

An interesting book on Philip IV has recently ap- 
peared, entitled "The Iron King." 

Regarding the ancestry of Earl Godwine, the distin- 
guished Anglo-Saxon scholar, Alfred Anscombe, F.R.Hist. 
Soc., published in the English Historical Society 
Transactions, 3rd series, vol. iv (1913), a very valu- 
able paper showing that, far from being of obscure ori- 
gin, Earl Godwine descended from the Ealdorman Aethel- 
weard, the historian. Very recently my friend, Lundie 
W. Barlow of Boston, has written an important amplifi- 
cation, showing that the Ealdorman Aethelweard descend- 
ed from King Aethelred, brother of Aelfred the Great. 
Mr. Barlow's paper is appearing in the New England 
Hist. and Gen. HKegister for January 195/. Hence in- 
stead of the obscure origin usually attributed to Earl 
iodwine, it may be said of him that "his kin goeth back 
to Cerdic."

WILLIAM GRAVES OF NEWTOWN, L. I. 


Of the four persons named as probable issue at the 
bottom of page 42 of Vol. 33 of The American Genealo- 
gist in an article on William Graves of Newtown, only 
two were definitely his grandchildren and the other two 
listed are positively wrong. 

William Graves of Newtown by will left the remainder 
of his lands, etc., to his grandchildren (the children 
of his daughter Hannah Grave and his grandchild Abigail 
Dibble). The descent and disposition of this property 
show who the grandchildren were other than Abigail Dib- 
ble. And the share of each in the property determines 
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the number of grandchildren. As each grandchild neces- 
sarily disposed of a fourth, there could be only four 
heirs including Abigail Dibble. Deductinz her, that 
makes then three children of Hannah Grave, two of whom 
were mentioned in the aforesaid article, and a third 
who had not been found. 

The Queens County Deeds registered at Jamaica, L.l., 
and submitted here as evidence are as follows: 

Deliverance Graves of Newtowne...sold unto Robert 
Coe...-ye fourth part of a certaine messuage...which was 
formerly...of William Graves deceased...in ye township 
of Newtowne which land and movables was bequeathed unto 
Deliverance Graves. Mar. 9, 1694/5. Deed Book A, pp. 
107-108. 

William Spencer of Hopewell in ye county of Burling- 
ton in West New Jersey...and his wife Susannah...sold 
unto John and Robert Coe...fourth part of a certain 
messuage...formerly...of John and William Graves of 
fewtowne deceased...in Newtowne together with ye fourth 
part of all ye goods as it was willed « bequeathed by 
ye said John & W" Graves...unto the said Susanah now ye 
wife of ye said W™" Spencer. Sept. 28, 1597. Deed Book 
Bl, pe 

Richard Ellison of Newtowne and Elizab his wife both 
of Marsfield |sic, but Mansfield] in ye County of Burl- 
ington in West New Jersey...sold unto John and Robert 
Coe all that fourth part...of a certain messuage.... 
which was of William and John Graves of Newtowne...in 
ye sd towne of Newtowne...as willed by said William and 
John Graves to ye said Elizab now ye wife of ye said 
Richard Ellison. Sept. 28, 1697. Deed Book Bl, p.337. 

It follows that Abigail Dibble necessarily disposed 
of only a quarter of the Graves property. [Newtown 
Minutes. ]

a Graves and married one of the sane name) were:

LEITER OF JOHN WICKHAM OF SOUTHAMPTON, 1713

The following letter was found among some ancient 
papers of the Blachley family of Morris County, N.J. 
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Dr. Ebenezer Blachley (b. 13 Feb. 1735) married 19 June 
1758 Mary Wick (b. 13 Aug. 1739), daughter of Henry 
Wick (b. 23 Oct. 1707, d. 21 Dec. 1780) and Mary Cooper 
(b. 4 Apr. 1718, d. 7 July 1787). With these papers 
were others pertaining to Wick lands in the neighbor- 
hood of Morristown, N.J. Found with the original Wick- 
ham letter was an imperfect copy of it, bearing the en- 
dorsement: "copy of original in his hand - the original 
given to J. M. Blachly Jr May 7, 1855 at Villa Rical?,;. 
The original was pinned to the letter it was an answer 
to = was found by J. B. Wick amongst the papers of Hen- 
ry Wick Dec'd." 

It is a mystery why this Wickham paper should be 
with documents of the Wick fafnily. John Wickham, the 
writer, was not John of Wethersfield, who disappeared, 
despite the fact that that John's brother Joseph set- 
tled in Southampton; for the father of John of Wethers- 
field died in 1688 and his brother Thomas did not die 
until 1730. The original letter bears no address or 
name of the addressee, and may well be a first draft of 
a letter which the writer sent to a brother who presum- 
ably lived in Sudbury, co. Suffolk, England.

RECENT BOOKS 


S-Generation Ancestral Lineages. 1956. Seattle 
Genealogical Society, Seattle, Washington. Paper, 

197 pe, mimeographed. Full name index. 

The lineages are well arranged and easy to follow, 
and the typing is excellent. Not all the lineages have 
been traced to the great-great-grandparents (five gen- 
erations), in full, but many of them have, and a large 
number of the lines go back to the eighteenth century. 
This recording of ancestry will be of increasing value 
as the years pass, and even to-day many pecple will be 
helped by discovering cognate lines. 

The origin shown for this cross-section of Americans 
demonstrates the diversity of strains which are now 
part of the American genetic heritage. However, de- 
spite many ancestors from the British Isles and the 
northern countries of Europe, most of the lines given 
are “early colonial." 
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The Descendants of Thomas (5) Buell, Pioneer in Mad- 
ison County, New York. A New Experiment in Consanguin- 
ity. as by Harlow Dunham Curtis, Manlius, New 
York, 1956. Published by Nathan Deloss Buell, 5111

This beautifully printed book deals exclusively with 
the descendants of Thomas > Buell (Joseph+, Samuel5, 
Samuel, Williaml), except that considerable informa- 
tion is given about the wives and husbands extending 
when known to their parentage or beyond. ‘he book was 
ready for publication in 1935 and was then indexed. 

‘the 1935 listing of descendants of each of the eleven 
children of Thomas who left issue, each in a separate 
section with its own index, is printed, and following 
each index is given more recent information roughly 
covering 1935-1955. Individuals are starred in their 
regular listing when more recent intormation about them 
will be found beyond the index of that individual's 
section. 

This is distinctly a family book, though the larger 
genealogical libraries should obtain it. For a man 
born in 1756, Thomas Buell has a number of descendants 
approaching astronomical proportions; and the compiler 
seems to have located all of them.

Since the William ana Mary College Quarterly adopted 
its no-genealozy policy, and the Tyler Quarterly sus- 
pended publication, there has been an insufficiency of 
media for Virginia genealogical data. This new period- 
ical therefore should fill a vacuum, and if we may base 
an opinion on this first issue, it should fill it very 
well. We are, in short, extremely well impressed by 
the format, the editorship, and tne kind of material 
selected for inclusion.
